2. KISSINGER. WEDNESDAY NYTIMES GWERTZMAN REPORTED 
KISSINGER SOUGHT TO SOFTEN IMPACT OF HIS HARSH REMARKS 
ABOUT EUROPEAN ALLIES. FACED WITH SHOCK IN EUROPE AND 
SOME DISMAY AT STATE AFTER HIS BROADSIDE ATTACK ON 
EUROPEANS AT STATE LUNCHEON FOR CONGRESSIONAL WIVES WHICH 
HE BELIEVED WAS NOT OPEN TO PRESS COVERAGE, KISSINGER 
ISSUED STATEMENT TUESDAY ACKNOWLEDGING REAL AND SERIOUS 
PROBLEMS IN ALLIANCE BUT PLEDGING US WOULD EXHIBIT PATIENCE 
AND GOODWILL IN SEEKING TO OVERCOME THEM. KISSINGER 
WANTED TO SET RECORD STRAIGHT, ONE AID SAID, IN WAY THAT 
KEPT TO SUBSTANCE OF HIS DISAGREEMENT WITH EUROPEANS OVER

WEDNESDAY BALTOSUN KEAT ADDED KISSINGER'S MOLLIFYING STATE- 
MENT WAS FRANKEST PUBLIC ADMISSION THAT ALT ANTIC ALLIANCE 
IS SEVERELY STRAINED. ACCORDING SENIOR US OFFICIAL, DEBATE 
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OVER LANGUAGE IN US-EUROPEAN DECLARATION OF POLITICAL

2A. FRIDAY WASHPOST MARDER REPORTS KISSINGER, AT UNUSUAL 
APPEARANCE BEFORE STATE NEWS BRIEFING YESTERDAY, DENIED 
HE INTENDED TO CAST ANY REFLECTION ON LEGITIMACY OF EXIST- 
ING EUROPEAN GOVERNMENTS IN EARLIER REMARKS; KISSINGER 
REITERATED THERE ARE FUNDAMENTAL PROBLEMS INSIDE ATLANTIC 
ALLIANCE. KISSINGER'S MONDAY REMARK THAT THERE HAVE RARELY

TO SOFTEN WHAT KISSINGER SAID. AT NEWS BRIEFING KISSINGER 
SAID THIS REMARK WAS MADE IN CONTEXT OF EXPLAINING IM- 
PERATIVE NECESSITY OF CARRYING OUT POLICY OF PEACEFUL 
COEXISTENCE IN AGE OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS. ADDING, FOR US, 
COMMUNITY OF WEST HAS BEEN CORNERSTONE OF OUR FOREIGN 
POLICY. 

2B. FRIDAY BALTOSUN KEAT ADDS KISSINGER AT NEWS BRIEFING 
SAID THERE IS NO PERSONAL DISPUTE OR PERSONAL PIQUE 
BETWEEN THIS ADMINISTRATION AND ANY EUROPEAN LEADERS. THE 
ISSUE, HE SAID, IS WHETHER EUROPEAN IDENTITY CAN BE

WEAPONS ON EUROPEAN BATTLEFIELDS EVEN THOUGH US NUKES IN 
EUROPE HAVE 20 TIMES THE POWER OF ALL BOMBS USED IN WORLD 
WAR II, KOREA AND VIETNAM. WARNKE CLAIMED DEVELOPMENT 
OF A MINI-NUKE COULD IN FACT REDUCE DETERRENCE BY SEEMING 
TO MAKE THE CONSEQUENCES OF AN ATTACK LESS DIRE TO AN
